SAINTS lost their first 
league game since 
September as they were 
beaten 2-0 by Bristol City 
at Ashton Gate. 

It was a below par perfor¬ 
mance from Nigel Adkins’ men, 
though they will feel them¬ 
selves unlucky with the goals 
they conceded which both took 
a deflection. 

Saints’ advantage at the top of 
the table meant their position 
was never under threat but the 
game did mark the first league 
game this season that they 
failed to score and their third 
defeat of the campaign. 

It was a very quiet start to the 
game with the first moment of 
note an injury concern for 
Richard Chaplow who went 
down heavily clutching his 
right knee. 

It was not from a challenge 
but rather turning and it was a 
struggle for Chaplow to even 
make it off the pitch once he 
had got back to his feet. 

There was no way he was 
going to be able to continue and

Schneiderlin replaced Chaplow 
in a straight swap on the right 
of midfield. 

It took 14 minutes for either 
side to get a shot on goal and 
when it came it was so nearly 
an opener for Saints. 

Adam Lallana broke forward 
through the centre and played a 
sharp one-two with 
Schneiderlin. 

Lallana got off a first time 
side-footed shot from just inside 
the area but David James got 
down quickly to his left to turn 
it wide. 

To their credit, Bristol City 
were trying to play a bit of pos¬ 
session football, even if they 
didn’t quite have the quality to 
match Saints. 

But with a 4-5-1 formation in 
midfield they were trying to 
choke Saints for space and then 


break using the pace of wide 
man Albert Adomah or going 
via lone striker Nicky 
Maynard. 

City’s first opening of any 
note, indeed their first shot, 
came on 24 minutes as Adomah 
cut back a ball from the right 
that picked out Maynard in 
time and space on the edge of 
the area. 

He tried a first time shot but it 
went over the bar. 

Adomah had a go himself 
three minutes later but his 
effort from distance with the 
outside of his right boot curled 
wide into the side netting. 

Saints almost conceded a goal 
of their own doing on 29 min¬ 
utes as Ryan McGivern’s left- 
wing cross was spilled at the 
near post by Kelvin Davis who 
was grateful to look round and

We lacked cutting edge-Adkins 


NIGEL Adkins admit¬ 
ted he never felt Saints 
were going to score as 
they were beaten 2-0 at 
Bristol City. 

The defeat was only 
Saints’ third in the 
league this season and 
the first time they have 
been shut out in the 
Championship. 

Adkins didn’t bemoan 
the two deflected goals 
too much and con¬ 
fessed his side were 
not quite dangerous 
enough themselves. 

He said: “We’ve come 
away from home and 


for the first ten min¬ 
utes we had to make 
sure we stayed com¬ 
pact and in the game. 

“Bristol started very 
brightly but Adam 
Lallana had a great 
shot and David James 
has got down sharply 
to his left hand side to 
tip it round the post 
and I thought ‘here we 
go.’ 

“For the rest of the 
first half I thought we 
controlled the game. 
We passed it about 
without really pene¬ 
trating enough. 


“Second half we came 
out and we conceded a 
goal at a poor time just 
after half time. Yes it 
was a deflected shot 
but we had the ball in 
their half of the pitch. 

“From that it was to 
and fro and to be hon¬ 
est I never thought we 
were going to score. 

“Credit to Bristol City 
because they are on a 
good run at the 
moment and worked 
extremely hard to 
close us down and we 
tried to find that open¬ 
ing.” 




That proved to be the last 
chance of the half and when the 
whistle went Saints were grate¬ 
ful to get in with the game goal¬ 
less and a chance to regroup. 

City were straight back at it 
after the break and Adomah 
forced Davis into a save just 
three minutes after the restart 
that the Saints keeper had to 
stand up strong to push out. 

But he was beaten just 
moments later as Adomah got 
the ball once more and again 
broke into the area to hit a shot 
that appeared to take a deflec¬ 
tion off of Danny Fix, Davis was 
wrong footed and City led 1-0. 

Pearson was the first man in 


the book for a foul on Lallana. 
From the free kick on the right 
wing Fox whipped in an 
inswinging cross that found 
Jose Fonte six yards out and he 
headed wide when he should 
have done better. 

Do Prado was the next man to 
think he could have done, react¬ 
ing slowly after Fonte superbly 
picked him out right in front of 
goal. 

Adomah then flashed a shot 
across the face of goal as he con¬ 
tinued to be City’s biggest 
threat. 

City made their first change on 
62 minutes as Martyn Woolford 
came on for Kalifa Cisse.

Schneiderlin played a terrific 
ball through to De Ridder on 73 
minutes but he fired over the 
bar. 

City made a second switch 
with James Wilson replacing 
Pearson before Lee Barnard 
came on for Saints in place of 
Hammond. Barnard went up 
front alongside Lambert with 
De Ridder dropping just in 
behind in a diamond midfield.

Saints thought they had won a 
penalty when De Ridder went 
down in the box but he was in 
fact booked for diving.

Maynard gets 
one over on 
Lambert to 
show Saints 
what might

TWO of the 
Championship’s top 
strikers were on show 
at Ashton Gate this 
afternoon - with one 
clear winner. 

Rickie Lambert and Nicky 
Maynard have both 
grabbed plenty of headlines 
this season, although not 
necessarily for the same 
reasons. 

The Saints frontman has 
soared to the top of the 
scoring charts, in only his 
first ever Championship 
campaign, netting 12 times. 

Maynard, though, has 
been trailing someway 
behind him, with six going 
into this match. By the end, 
though, he had pegged one 
back on his rival. 

Most of the talk surround¬ 
ing Maynard has been 
about where his future lies 
- be it at Ashton Gate or 
elsewhere. 

The 24-year-old, who is 
out of contract at the end of 
the season and is showing 
little sign of agreeing to a 
new deal, has certainly 
been the subject of plenty of 
interest. 

A determined chase by 
Leicester in the summer 
saw the Foxes reach as far 
as a £5m bid, only to be 
rebuffed. 

Even Saints were linked 
with him at one point, 
although the club always 
insisted they never made 
an enquiry. 

There would undoubtedly 
be plenty of teams who 
would love to have 
Lambert in their lineup too, 
but there has been no talk 
about any interest sur¬ 
rounding him. 

That, obviously, not to

mention thankfully for 
Saints, is down to the new 
contract that the popular 
Liverpudlian signed earlier 
this season, tying him to the 
club until 2014. 

Lambert and Maynard 
would certainly appear to 
have the makings of quite a 
partnership if they ever did 
get a chance to play along¬ 
side each other. 

Quick, intelligent, and 
phenomenally hard work¬ 
ing, it is no wonder the 
Bristol City forward is val¬ 
ued so highly. And all of 
those qualities were on dis¬ 
play today, even if he his 
teammate and City winger 
Albert Adomah outshone 
everyone. 

It was Maynard who cer¬ 
tainly enjoyed the better of 
the first half. 

Lambert’s involvement 
was minimal, with the big 
number seven afforded no 
sight of goal at all, as he was 
shackled by former Saints 
target Liam Fontaine. 

Bristol City’s star striker, 
however, was far more of a 


threat than Saints’ top goal 
getter. 

That was much to the 
delight of the home support, 
who booed Lambert - a for¬ 
mer Bristol Rovers ace - at 


every opportunity. How 
Lambert would have loved 
to have silenced them with 
a goal. 

Maynard should have 
done better midway 


through the half, after 
being picked out on the 
edge of the box by right 
winger Adomah’s cutback, 
but fired well over. 

The lively Adomah then 
laid on another good oppor¬ 
tunity for Maynard shortly 
before the interval. 

After dispossessing Dean 
Hammond in midfield, he 
found his teammate, who 
worked room on the edge of 
the box, before dragging his 
left foot shot just wide. 

After Adomah had put 
the hosts in front shortly 
after the break, Maynard 
nearly laid on a second for 
him, twisting and turning 
on the edge of the box, 
before playing the winger 
in to fire across the face of 
goal. 

Saints, unable to kick into 
gear themselves, were 
struggling to contain City’s 
most dangerous attackers. 

Nigel Adkins - so used to 
watching his side control 
proceedings - was on the 
touchline barking instruc¬ 
tions at his players. 


With Guly and Lambert 
unable to link up, the Saints 
boss withdrew the Brazilian 
in place of Steve De Ridder 
midway through the second 
half. 

The Belgian, naturally a 
winger, went straight up 
front alongside Lambert. 

It was an intriguing 
change, indicating that Lee 
Barnard is perhaps still a 
long way short of any sig¬ 
nificant match fitness. 

In fact, it took until the 
79th minute before Adkins 
decided to deploy the one 
natural striker he had on 
the bench, with Barnard 
replacing skipper Dean 
Hammond, allowing De 
Ridder to move out wide. 

But it was Maynard who 
struck the final nail into 
Saints’ coffin, finding space 
20 yards out before hitting a 
shot which deflected off 
Jose Fonte and looped past 
Kelvin Davis. 

Again, there was plenty of 
good fortune to the goal, but 
it could hardly be argued 
that it wasn’t deserved.

Rick’s sights 


THE last Saints player before 
Rickie Lambert to score two 
league hat-tricks in the same 
season was the legendary Matt 
Le Tissier. 

He netted his two triples in the 
space of four top flight games 
back in the 1989/90 term. 

Le Tiss’ first triple came in a 4-1 
Dell win against Norwich in 
February 1990, then three more in 
a 3-3 draw at Wimbledon the fol¬ 
lowing month. 

Prior to that, Colin Clarke 
scored two hat-tricks in his first 
nine league games for the club at 
the beginning of the 1986/87 sea¬ 
son. 

His first haul came on his debut 
n a 5-1 drubbing of QPR, before 
he added three more 
in a 4-1 Dell win 
against Newcastle 
in early October. 

Phil Boyer 
remains the last 
Saints player to 
score three hat- 
tricks in a single 
league campaign. 

He achieved that 
feat in 1979/80 in home games 
against Derby, Crystal Palace 
and Bristol City on his way to 
winning the First Division’s gold¬ 
en boot that term with 23 strikes. 

Ron Davies also scored three 
hat-tricks in his incredible 37- 
goal debut season for Saints in 
1966/67, the club’s maiden top 
flight campaign. 

He actually went one better 
than Boyer as he scored four in 
one game - the 6-2 Dell trounch- 
ing of Aston Villa in the final 
game of the season.

Sixth triple 
for Rickie 


RICKIE Lambert scored his sixth 
career hat-trick almost 10 years 
to the day where he collected his 
first. 

The Saints ace’s first three 
Football League goals were all 
scored in the same game - 
Macclesfield’s 4-1 home win 
against Luton Town in a League 
2 game on November 24, 2011. 

Lambert then had to wait until 
October 2008 for his second 
match ball, where he went one 
better by scoring all four goals 
for Bristol Rovers in a 4-2 home 
win over Southend. 

His first three goals all came in 
the first 33 minutes at The 
Memorial Stadium. 

Fast forward to March 2009 and 
Lambert struck three times for 
Rovers in a 3-0 win at Hereford 
United. 

Twelve months later Lambert 
was celebrating his first hat-trick 
in Saints’ colours, which also 
came in an away game - a 3-0 
success at MK Dons. 

Lambert’s fifth and sixth triples 
have come for Saints this season.

THE more things 
change, the more they 
stay the same, or so 
they say. 

The announcement this 
week that an arrest warrant 
had been issued for Pompey’s 
new owner Vladimir 
Antonov showed that old 
adage to be oh so true. 

You really couldn’t make up 
comedy like it, could you? 

Just when you thought the 
carnival of the grotesque that 
is Portsmouth FC couldn’t get 
any funnier, up pops a new 
disaster to get them rolling in 
the aisles. 

Part of me wants to laugh, 
part of me wants to cry... 

Actually that’s a he. Ah of 
me wants to laugh. 

After years of listening to 
Pompey fans brag about the 
shift in the balance of power 
on the south coast, it would 
seem the bold new blue era 
lasted ah of five years and 
could very weh end in yet 
another spectacular melt¬ 
down. 

For many of us, the success 
of Portsmouth was particu¬ 
larly galling as we knew it 
was ah built on hes and decep¬ 
tion. 

From one Russian whose 
father wasn’t even ahowed in 
his country to the only skint 
Arab billionaire in the middle 
east, from an Arab that didn’t 
even exist to another 
Russian, you seriously could¬ 
n’t it make up. 

All the bragging, all the 
claims that the blue tide was 
turning, were of course non¬ 
sense. 

It would ah too easy to feel 
sorry for Pompey and put a 
brotherly/sister arm around 
them and empathise with 
them.... 

However, how many of us 
have Pompey mates? 

Banter 

How many of us, who are 
enjoying the current success, 
are met with retorts of “4-1 in 
your backyard”, “We’re the 
south coast’s most successful 
club” and “We won the FA 
Cup in 2008” when you ‘re 
engaged in a bit of banter with 
them? 

It would seem that hes and 
deceit are profitable if the 
response to our current, weh 
earned, success is that their 
club has won more stuff. 

Yes, Portsmouth beat us 4-1 
at home, yes they won the FA 
Cup. 

But they won it effectively 
with stolen money. 

If you owe over £130 million, 
if you owe the taxpayers of 
this country £30 mihion, then 
should you stiff lay claim to 
the things you “won” with 
money you didn’t have? 

It’s akin to me inviting you 
to my house, walking past the 
Mercedes in the driveway 
with an Ocean Finance stick¬ 
er on the window, showing 
you my 50 inch plasma televi¬ 
sion that I defaulted on pay¬ 


ing for and bragging about 
how successful I am. 

It’s ah patently nonsense. 

The 4-1 defeat at St Mary’s is 
a case in point. 

At the time Portsmouth had 
just had their transfer ban 
lifted despite months of late 
wage payments and rumours 
of financial turmoil. 

Three of the four goal scor¬ 
ers that day shouldn’t even 
have been playing as they had 
come in on loan. 

Look at the scenario,. You 
are having problems paying 
the players you have; what 
sort of organisation allows 
you bring in yet more players 
you can’t afford to pay? 

Take those three players out 
of the equation, replace them 
with the players that Pompey 
should have been fielding and 
you have a very different 


game. 

The sad fact is that none of 
that counts for anything with 
footbah fans. 

As the victims of some of 
Pompey’s deceit we, quite 
rightly, feel some sense of out¬ 
rage that we played a club on 
a grotesquely unlevel playing 
field and lost in the unfairest 
of circumstances. 

Sympathy 

The sad truth is that the 
result is the only thing 
Pompey fans wih remember 
and “4-1 in your backyard” is 
the insult de jour as Saints sit 
top of the league, having paid 
their way to get there. 

With that in mind, it’s hard 
to feel any sympathy for the 
Pompey as they field ques¬ 
tions about yet another ‘con¬ 


troversial’ owner. 

Maybe I’m overly harsh, 
maybe I should look at 
Pompey and feel “there but 
for grace of god go us” and be 
more sympathetic. 

But as a club that lost so 
much through administra¬ 
tion, I feel again, more 
inclined to feel anger than 
sympathy. 

Here’s a club that owes tens 
of millions of pounds to local 
businesses, owes the tax pay¬ 
ers of this country over £30 
million and even helped 
themselves to money raised 
on behalf of the Tom Prince 
cancer charity and took an 
astonishing eight months to 
pay it back after The 
Portsmouth News highlight¬ 
ed the scandal. 

Quite how I’m supposed to 
feel any sympathy for a club 


like that is beyond me. 

Maybe I’m just an angry 
man tilting at windmills but, 
having seen my club decimat¬ 
ed by the effects of financial 
mismanagement, I can’t 
empathise with a club sitting 
pretty on the outskirts of rele¬ 
gation in the Championship 
after we started life in League 
One with minus ten points 
and a large portion of our 
finest talent sold to balance 
the books. 

The truth for Portsmouth is 
that sometimes you have to 
atone for your “sins.” 

Southampton suffered ter¬ 
ribly but rid itself of the war¬ 
ring idiots that made our club 
a laughing stock and 
emerged, phoenix-like, to sit 
at the top of the league. 

It can be done, but not when 
you’re continuahy in denial.

SINGING THE BUIES 


HAS the alarm clock at struggling 
Chelsea begun ticking away? 

Andre Villas-Boas, Chelsea’s belea¬ 
guered manager, arrived at Stamford 
Bridge in June, regarded as one of the 
finest coaches in Europe, after winning 
the Portuguese title and Europa League at 
Porto last season. 

He must have known the potential of his 
playing staff, having worked behind the 
scenes analysing Chelsea’s opponents 
under Jose Mourinho before taking up his 
coaching reins. 

Shown the door 

Roman Abramovich’s special demands 
have seen better-qualified coaches than 
Villas-Boas shown the door during his 
ownership. 

And Villas-Boas must avoid at all times 
being caught at the bottom of the stairs, 
like Chelsea’s former manager, Carlo 
Ancelotti, who just a year after winning 



the league and cup double was sacked 
after the last game of the season, at 
Everton. 

Luiz Felipe Scolari was another to feel 
the wrath of the owner, when he was cast 
aside after just seven months at Stamford 
Bridge, despite attaining top spot after 12 
league matches. 

The recent losses to Arsenal, 5-3, and 2-1 
to Liverpool were the first successive 
home defeats suffered by Chelsea since 
Abramovich took control in 2003. With the 
background of regular sackings, just how 
safe is the current manager? 

His response to questions about that was 
a little flippant, when he suggested it was 
unlikely the Russian owner would pay 
£13.3m to lure him from Porto, only to pay 
him a small fortune to get rid of him. 

Another consideration, though, would 
have to be the spectre of a blast from the 
past, in the form of Guus Hiddink, a par¬ 
ticular favourite of the Chelsea owner, 
who won the FA Cup and was just a 
whisker away from beating Barcelona to 
^ reach the 

Li Champions 
(iv League final in 
2009. 

The 
Dutchman, who 
failed to take 
Russia to the 2010 
World Cup, has also 
failed with Turkey in 
their efforts to qualify for 
Euro 2012. 

But the fact he is now a 
free agent, and keeps in 
regular contact with 
Abramovich, couldn’t 
come at worse time for 
Villas-Boas, who now finds him¬ 
self 12 points behind leaders 
Manchester City. 

As well as their latest league 
defeats to QPR, Arsenal 



and Liverpool, you now have to throw in 
the shock loss at Bayer Leverkusen. 

Despite leading in the second half, 
Chelsea conceded two late goals to leave 
their Champions League survival in 
Group E hanging by a thread. That means 
they must now beat Valencia, who routed 
Racing Genk 7-0 in the week and head to 
Stamford Bridge needing a score draw to 
eliminate Chelsea, who drew 1-1 at the 
Spanish side in September. 

Although Villas-Boas refuses to label the 
current campaign as a transitional period, 
reality tells us that Chelsea are a team on 
the decline. 

There are defensive frailties in the form 
of John Terry and Ashley Cole, not helped 
by the acquisition in January of David 
Luiz, who was a figure of indiscipline 
against Liverpool. 

If you couple this with the influential 
Frank Lampard moving into the twilight 
of his career and the static and under-per¬ 
forming Didier Drogba, it certainly gives 
one the impression that Chelsea’s solid 
spine is beginning to wane. 

Upset the balance 

And what with other players not living 
up to their price tags, a revamp of the play¬ 
ing staff is on the cards. The first casualty 
will be Nicolas Anelka, who has already 
been told he can leave and sign a pre-con¬ 
tract agreement with any club he chooses. 

Abramovich will have to understand 
this current Chelsea team will not bring 
him the success he desires. The changes 
Villas-Boas is trying to make have upset 
the balance of the side, and ‘patience’ is a 
word the owner may have to learn while 
the manager oversees the introduction of 
a new generation of talent. 

An opportunity to stop the rot came this 
afternoon when Chelsea were set to host 
fourth-from-bottom Wolverhampton 
Wanderers.

Adam Rant certainly is willing 
to admit his love of football has 
diminished down the years, 
probably inevitable when so 
much of your life is taken up 
with it. 

Even more so when you get to 
know some of the characters 
involved - not normally players 
or managers, I should add - but 
others who are less than 
savoury and rather tarnish the 
gloss that you see from the 
stands on matchdays. 

But sport is a wonderful, 
blessed thing. 

Such escapism, such joy. 

And when you watch some¬ 
thing that takes your breath 
away, that makes you believe in 
front of your very eyes is some¬ 
thing that cannot be bettered, it 


is remarkable. 

No disrespect to Saints ; 
their achievements this sea¬ 
son are superb, but not even 
the most avid fan would 
claim that watching them in 
the Championship is seeing 
the very best the sport has 
to offer, and maybe has 
ever had to offer. 

This week, though, Adam 
Rant went up to the 02 in 
London to watch a sport¬ 
ing idol, the brilliant 
Roger Federer, play in the 
ATP World Tour Finals. 

Federer, arguably the greatest 
tennis player of all time, was up 
against his nemesis, and one of 
the few others who could come 
into the greatest ever argument, 
Rafael Nadal. 

A sell-out crowd in a wonder¬ 
ful venue were absolutely 
buzzing, anticipating a great 
contest, the likes of which the 
two have produced down the 
years in one of sport’s greatest 
ever rivalries. 

What transpired was a totally 
one-sided affair.

A sorry 
situation 

THE leak of confidential reports on 
England’s rugby World Cup failure 
is just about the last sorry comment 
on this dismal campaign. 

Beset by problems from start to 
finish, it has quite simply turned out 
to be a total shambles. 

That pretty much seems to sum 
up the state of the RFU as well. 

The stuff that has become knowl¬ 
edge was interesting but the majori¬ 
ty of it was the kind of thing that 
had been reported elsewhere. 

How it became public knowledge 
nobody is quite sure but the fact 
that it did probably just goes to 
show how many divides and splits 
there are throughout the national 
game. 

Normally leaks come either as a 
result of somebody feeling they 
have a moral obligation to make 
something public knowledge or 
because they have a vested interest 
in the information becoming more 
widely known. 

Often that is because it under¬ 
mines somebody and furthers their 
own cause. 

These sorts of documents are 
usually leaked in this way, not found 
in a bin or lying about on a train. 

Where exactly it leaked from 
nobody other than those involved 
will probably ever know and, to be 
frank, it actually doesn’t matter. 

The point is that it is symptomatic 
of how English rugby has deteriorat¬ 
ed. 

It needs a very big and very urgent 
rethink as this clearly runs much 
deeper than just Martin Johnson or 
the players having a few drinks.

MacDougall plundered 
nine in Cherries’ 11-0 
win over Margate in a 
first round tie at Dean 
Court at Dean Court - a 
milestone which cele¬ 
brated its 40th anniver¬ 
sary recently, writes 
NEIL PERRETT. 

In a candid interview 
to mark the occasion, 
MacDougall reflects on 
his achievement and 
also gives a damning 
assessment of the FA 
Cup and the Premier 
League. 

Now 64 and coaching 
in America, MacDougall 
said: “At the time, I said 
records were there to be 
broken. 

“But amateur and 
semi-pro teams are a lot 
more professional and 
fitness levels are higher 
these days so I don’t 
think it will. 

“AFC Totton scored 
eight against Bradford 
Park Avenue recently 
and one player (Stefan 
Brown) got a hat-trick. 

“You are expecting one 
player to score nine 
goals in a game and I 
don’t think it is going to 
happen because things 
are very different now.” 

Asked for his opinion 
on the FA Cup, 
MacDougall, who turned 
out for Totton in the 
early 1980s, said: “I think 
it has been devalued but 
so has international 
football. 

“For me, there is only 
one show in town and 
that is the Champions’ 
League. 

“It has surpassed 
everything else. 

“I can see a Super 
League coming in the 
next few years and 
Europe will become one 
big footballing country. 
Manchester United will 
jump on a plane to play 
Barcelona one week and 
AC Milan the following 
week. 

“The Premier League 
is not what it was. 

“More than half the 
teams just want to get to 
40 points because it is 
worth so much to them 
to stay in it. 

“That does a disservice

to the league. 

“There has got to be a 
salary cap at the top 
because the game is get¬ 
ting so far removed from 
the man in the street and 
the fan on the terrace. 

“It is no longer a work¬ 
ing class game at the top. 

“Average players are 
earning £30,000 to 
£40,000 a week and it is 
ridiculous. 

“If I had been playing 
today, I would have been 
on about £90,000 a week. 

“I was pretty arrogant 
as it was and can’t imag¬ 
ine what that sort of 
money would have done 
to me as a person. 

“It makes me laugh 
when I see some of them 
celebrating a goal. As a 
striker, it is your job to 
score goals. 


“Maybe they celebrate 
like they do because 
they don’t score many. 

“I always used to say 
that I wasn’t particular¬ 
ly interested in playing 
well because I just want¬ 
ed to score goals. 

You put your head on 
the block then but I don’t 
hear many saying that 
today.” 

MacDougall also 
revealed his weekly 
wage when he left 
Cherries for Manchester 
United in a then-British 
transfer record of 
£220,000 in 1972 rose 
from £150 to £160. 

He said he had parity 
at Old Trafford with the 
late George Best, Bobby 
Charlton and Dennis 
Law when the Red 
Devils were drawing 


crowds of around 60,000. 

MacDougall also has 
memories of the previ¬ 
ous season’s FA Cup 
campaign. 

“We beat Oxford City 
8-1 in a replay and I 
scored six,” he said. 

“But we got knocked 
out by Yeovil in the next 
round and John Bond 
hit the roof. 

“He went spare after 
the game and took us to 
Bournemouth Pier. 

“I thought he was 
going to throw us off the 
pier, which wouldn’t 
have been good for me 
because I can’t swim! 

“He made us run to 
Sandbanks and up and 
down the groynes. That 
was one of my least 
favourite memories of 
the FA Cup!”

Incredible scoring feats 


THE sheer scale of Ted MacDougall’s 
goalscoring exploits for AFC 
Bournemouth in the early 1970s is 
incredible. 

The season in which he scored a 
record-breaking nine times in a sin¬ 
gle FA Cup tie against non league 
Margate at Dean Court, the Scot 
ended up with 47 league and cup goals 
for the Cherries in just 51 appear¬ 
ances. 

Not only did MacDougall net 10 
goals in just three FA Cup ties, he 
also bagged 35 goals in the old Third 
Division and two League Cup strikes. 

Phil Boyer, who went on to become 
MacDougall’s strike partner under 
Lawrie McMenemy at The Dell, was 
second top scorer with just 16 league 
and cup goals. 


The previous season, 1970/71, 
MacDougall had belted an equally 
remarkable 41 goals in 46 appear¬ 
ances as John Bond’s Cherries won 
promotion from the Fourth Division. 

His total for that season, in all com¬ 
petitions, was 48 goals - thanks to his 
double hat-trick in an 8-1 FA Cup 
replay thrashing of Oxford City at 
Dean Court. 

So, to recap, MacDougall - whose 
goals helped Saints win promotion 
from the old Second Division in 
1977/78 - struck 88 goals in just 
two seasons for Bournemouth, 
including 15 in just two FA Cup 
ties against non league opposition. 

MacDougall had been signed by 
Cherries from York City in the sum¬ 
mer of 1969 - where he had played 


alongside Boyer for the first time in 
his career - and he netted 21 goals in 
his first league season for the club. 

Despite his efforts, Cherries were 
still relegated to the Fourth Division, 
though. 

The striker who ended the division¬ 
al scoring charts that term, 1969/70, 
was Luton’s Malcolm McDonald (24 
league goals) who went on to find 
fame with Newcastle, Arsenal and 
England. 

MacDougall’s exceptional scoring 
record for Bournemouth was never 
going to escape the top clubs’ radar, 
and he was sold to Manchester 
United for £200,000 in September 1972. 

What price someone these days who 
scored 88 goals in just two Football 
League seasons?

Bramay banks 

on squad unity 


CHERRIES boss Lee 
Bradbury insists his 
players will remain 
united as he wrestles 
with managing one of 
the biggest squads in 
the club’s history. 

Bradbury’s numbers 
were this week boosted to 
35 following the big- 
money signing of defend¬ 
er Charlie Daniels from 
League One rivals Leyton 
Orient. 

The 25-year-old, who is 
understood to have com¬ 
manded a fee of around 
£175,000, will spice up 
competition for places 
among a burgeoning 
squad at the Seward 
Stadium. 

Daniels agreed a lucra¬ 
tive three-and-a-half year 
deal and will join Wes 
Thomas and Simon 
Francis in making his 
loan move permanent 
when the transfer win¬ 
dow reopens in January. 

His arrival brings to 12 
the number of new sign¬ 
ings made by Bradbury 
in the past five months as 
the Cherries squad has 
undergone a major over¬ 
haul since last season. 

The 35-strong group 
includes four first-year 
professionals, four loan 
signings and three loan- 
to-permanent additions, 
while Jayden Stockley 
and Gary Bowles are both 
out on loan. 



It is understood rookies 
Paddy Hester, Dan 
Strugnell and Alex 
Parsons sometimes train 
with the youth team to 
reduce numbers during 
first-team sessions at 
Canford School. 

Cherries are also 
believed to be taking 
steps to manage their 
numbers more effectively 
by introducing a develop¬ 
ment squad to help 
bridge the gap between 
youth and first team. 

“We have got a big 


squad in numbers but 
have got loan players 
whose time is coming up, 
first-year pros who have 
not been involved and 
Jayden is on loan,” said 
Bradbury. 

“With the injuries we 
have got, when you actu¬ 
ally look at the numbers I 
have got available week 
in, week out, I have prob¬ 
ably got 18 to 20.” 

Player ineligibility 
forced Bradbury to shuf¬ 
fle his pack for both 
games against 

Gillingham in the first 
round of the FA Cup with 
Michael Symes and 
Stephane Zubar both 
dropped for the league 
clash at Adams Park. 

Asked if he were losing 
any sleep over his selec¬ 
tion process, Bradbury 
replied: “It is difficult but 
I am not losing any sleep 
over it. 

“I put a lot of thought 
into it and have got to 
make sure I make the 
right decisions. 

“It is something I take 
very seriously because I 
need to keep the lads 
onside and committed to 
the club. 

“If the lads started 
becoming a problem then 
I would have to address it 
but they haven’t, they 
have been great. It is my 
job to keep everybody 
pulling in the same direc¬ 
tion and working hard for 
each other.”

LEICESTER’S David Nugent 
returned to haunt his old club 
and spoil Michael Appleton's 
first home game in charge of 
Portsmouth as he scored a 
superb equaliser in a 1-1 draw in 
the npower Championship at 
Fratton Park. 

Nigel Pearson's side had to do 
it the hard way, falling behind to 
a David Norris strike before 
Nugent popped up to earn the 
Foxes a deserved point with his 
sixth goal of the season.

THE Hussey brothers have not 
ruled out playing more games 
for Lymington Town in the 
Sydenhams Wessex Premier 
this season, following their 
goalscoring heroics last week. 

Lymington’s management duo 
were so short of players at 
Alresford Town they were forced to 
include themselves in the squad, 
writes SIMON WALTER.

I “I went to America and Canada with 
Port Vale in pre-season and rented a flat 
with Ben Williamson, who was on loan at 
Bournemouth last season. 

“But I just wanted to be closer to my 
family.” 

Green was playing four levels higher 
than he was used to with Totton when he 
started against the likes of Crawley

“It was a lot quicker and 
playing in front of big 
crowds also took a bit of 
getting used to but the 
pace and the fitness 
levels were the biggest 
difference,” he said. 

Green, who left * \ 

Eastleigh for Totton after 
a brief first spell with the club two years 
ago, described his move to Port Vale as 
a “dream come true” at the time and 
hopes to return to the Football League 
one day. 

“Of course I still want to get back in the 
Football League, I want to play at the 
highest level I can,” said Green, who will 
be back at the Testwood Stadium next 
Sunday to cheer on his former Totton 
teammates against Bristol Rovers in the 
FA Cup. But he has no regrets about how 
the last six months have panned out. 

More physical 


“Blue Square South is a bit more physi¬ 
cal than what I was used to with Totton 
last season. 

“A lot of people are watching Eastleigh 
at the moment, we have a lot of young 
players, we’re picking up good results 
and hopefully we can carry that on.” 

Having returned to Eastleigh on loan 
last month, his move has now been made 
permanent. 

His arrival has allowed Andy Forbes to 
be moved from left-back and has helped 
Eastleigh win four of their last six games 
in Blue Square South. 

Eastleigh boss Ian Baird is delighted to 
have Green back at the club. He said: 
“Michael’s got all the raw attributes to be 
a good footballer, but he doesn’t believe 
in himself as much as he should. 

“If he puts that right, he could still have 
a bright future. How high he wants to go 
is entirely down to him.”

BRISTOL ROVERS FA Cup second round 


GREAT TIME TO 
PIMJIOVERS

THE manager of AFC Totton’s FA 
Cup second round opponents 
could be out of a job if the Stags 
pull off the greatest result in their 
125-year history. 

Sections of the Bristol Rovers fanbase 
were left calling for Paul Buckle to be 
sacked after a miserable 2-0 home loss to 
League 2 strugglers Barnet last weekend. 

A local radio station was inundated 
afterwards with calls from furious sup¬ 
porters either wanting Buckle to be sacked 
or pleading with him to resign. 

And defeat at Testwood Stadium in next 
week’s live televised Cup clash at 
Testwood Stadium will only intensify the 
pressure on the man who was only 
appointed last summer. 

Buckle must be feeling the strain - he 
has cancelled next Monday’s scheduled 
press conference, meaning he will only 
talk to the media on the Thursday. 

Away to a Totton side three divisions 
below Rovers in the pyramid, the FA Cup 
encounter is one of the worst draws 
Buckle could have had. 

It is the classic ‘no win’ situation. After 
all, the professional club should win. 

Shouldn’t they? 

Expectations were high at 
The Memorial Stadium back 
in the summer when Buckle 
was chosen to succeed care¬ 
taker Stuart Campbell as 
Rovers’ fourth boss in a year. 

He had made a great impression 
in his first management stint at 
Torquay United, guiding them to 
three finals in four seasons. 

In his first term at Plainmoor, 

2007/08, Torquay reached the FA sjl* - — ■ 
Trophy final, losing 1-0 to Ebbsfleet at^» 
Wembley. 

Twelve months later the Gulls were 
back at the national stadium, and with 
Saints loanee Michael Poke in goal they 
defeated Cambridge United 2-0 to win 
the Conference national play-off 
final. 

After consolidating in the Devon 
club’s first season back in the

Football League, Buckle led the Gulls to 
the League 2 play-off final last season. 
There they lost 1-0 to Stevenage 
Borough, in what proved to be 
Buckle’s last game in charge. 

Buckle had started his manageri¬ 
al career as Alex Inglethorpe’s 
assistant at Exeter City in 2005. 
Later he worked under Paul 
Tisdale before leav¬ 
ing in the summer 
of 2007 to make the 
short move to 
Torquay. 

While at Exeter 
Buckle worked with 
defenders Dan Woodards 
and Gary Sawyer, both of 
whom could be in the 
Rovers team that arrives 
for their banana skin tie 
at AFC Totton next 
Sunday. 

Buckle’s captain at 
Testwood Stadium could be 
Matt Gill, who was also at 
Exeter when Buckle was 
assistant. 

The Rovers manager 
also used his Torquay 
connections well on 
joining Rovers, bring¬ 





ing in Southampton-born goalkeeper Scott 
Bevan, winger Mustapha Caroyol - 
Rovers’ best player in recent weeks - and 
striker Chris Zebrowski from the 
Plainmoor club. 

Another, midfielder Craig Stanley, was 
signed from Morecambe but had played on 
loan under Buckle at Torquay last term. 

Prior to the season starting, Buckle was 
keen to stress his transfer policy was not 
just about recruiting players he knew very 
well 

“I'm not bringing friends here - I'm not 
into jobs for the boys and I am not going to 
bring players here just to make my life 
easy,” he said. 

“All of them have to be the right sort of 
people who can help Bristol Rovers win 
games and create the right environment 
on the training ground, so that people look 
forward to coming to work.” 

Nobody can accuse Buckle of resting on 
his laurels at The Memorial Stadium. 

He has brought in 19 players since taking 
charge at the club, who were relegated 
from League 1 last season four years after 
the goals of Rickie Lambert had helped 
them win the League 2 play-off final at 
Wembley. 

Rovers were in the Southampton area 
only last April, where a late Guly Do Prado 
goal sentenced the Gas to a 1-0 defeat. 


None of the Rovers team that started 
that game are likely to start at the 
Testwood Stadium. 

Only two of the starting XI at St Mary’s - 
defender Byron Anthony and Campbell - 
are still at Rovers, highlighting the major 
changes Buckle has overseen. 

Rovers fans will be quick to tell anyone 
that listens that their club has never 
replaced Lambert, sold to Saints for £lm at 
the beginning of the 2009/10 season. 

They did possess Will Hoskins, who 
scored 17 League 1 goals in a relegated 
team, in 2010/11 - but he left to join 
Brighton last summer. 

With Lambert’s ex-Rovers strike partner 
Jo Kuffour now out of favour - and on loan 
to Gillingham - Buckle has been relying 
on big target man Matt Harrold and veter¬ 
an Scott McGleish for goals. 

McGleish, though, was stretchered off 
with an ankle injury against Barnet last 
weekend and is almost certainly out of the 
AFC Totton tie. 

That could mean a starting place for 20- 
year-old Elliott Richards, a Welsh youth 
international with just four league starts 
to his name. 

It’s been in defence, though, where 
Buckle’s main problems have been. 

Ahead of this weekend’s trip to League 2 
table toppers Southend, the Gas had only 
kept one clean sheet in 11 league and cup 
games. 

They had only kept four clean sheets all 
season, and two of them were against 
strugglers Hereford and Dagenham and 
Redbridge. 

Based on events during and after the 
Barnet game last weekend, the natives 
have certainly become very restless with 
Buckle, his tactics, and his siblings. 

All a far cry from his rallying call when 
he took over. 

“I'm going to try and put a team together 
that the fans will be proud of,” he said. 

“Every player who comes out at home or 
away will give their all for the club. I can't 
always guarantee wins - you can't do that 
as a manager - but what I can guarantee is 
that the team will have heart, commitment 
and desire.” 

How much of that his players show - in a 
game which could make or break his still 
fledgling career at Rovers - will be a fasci¬ 
nating factor in what promises to be a 
memorable afternoon of FA Cup football 
next Sunday.

Flampshire non leaguers Flavant & Waterlooville 
sensationally defeated then League One leaders 
Swansea City in a replay. 

The Swans were also three divisions higher at 
the time. 

This, lest we forget, is the FA Cup and any¬ 
thing can happen. 

Chasetown were four divisions below Port 
Vale when the pair met in 2007/08, yet the min¬ 
nows still beat the League 1 club 1-0 in a 
replay. 

More recently, in 2008/09, Curzon Ashton 
were four divisions below Exeter City when they 
inflicted a 3-2 first round defeat on Paul 
Tisdale’s side. 

Exeter’s captain that day was Matt Gill, who 
will be in the Rovers line-up at Testwood 
Stadium next Sunday. 

And even more recently, only this week in 
fact, Totton’s Southern League Premier rivals 
Stourbridge dumped Rovers’ League 1 rivals

exploits in the competition. 

Four seasons ago, 2007/08, they reached the 
quarter finals for only the third time in their his¬ 
tory, despite playing in League 1 at the time. 

Famously, Rickie Lambert netted the only goal 
that gave the Pirates a shock 1 -0 fifth round 
home win over a Saints side then under the 
caretaker managership of Jason Dodd and John 
Gorman. 

It was after that horrendous result that then 
chairman Leon Crouch took action, interviewing 
Nigel Pearson the very next day and appointing 
him 24 hours later. 

That was the upside of the Cup for Rovers. 

Last season saw the club experience the 
flipside - losing 2-1 at non league 
Darlington, then two divisions lower, in the 
first round. 

Totton will be thinking that if Rovers 
can lose to a club two divisions 
lower than them, why not lose to 
one three lower? 

Totton might be almost 60 
” places lower than Rovers in 
the pyramid, but what’s a three 
division gap in the FA Cup? 

That gap didn’t stop Stevenage 
knocking out Alan Pardew’s Newcastle in 
last season’s third round, or from non league 
Crawley beating Nigel Clough’s Championship 
Derby at the same stage. 

Back in 2007/08, AFC Totton’s fellow 


Plymouth out of the FA Cup in a replay. 

If Stourbridge can do it, Totton will rightly be 
thinking, why can’t we? 

And why can’t they? 

Ok, these are obviously exceptions to the rule, 
but it shows what can happen. 

They are examples which will allow Totton to 
realistically think their dream of a place in the 
third round can come true. 

After all, this is the club who a few years ago 
were playing in the Wessex League Premier 
Division. 

Not many involved with Totton back in the 
mid-noughties, when Stuart Ritchie took over, 
would ever have thought the club would have 
risen so far so fast. 

Two championship titles, either side of two 
agonising play-off failures, plus a visit to the 
new Wembley in the FA Vase final ... and now 
this - eight goals in the first round proper of the 
FA Cup and a superb home draw to follow, 
quickly picked out for live terrestrial coverage 
and a whopping £72,000 payday. 

After all that, Totton must be thinking they 
have used up all their luck. 

Mike Gosney said after drawing Rovers: ‘It 
doesn’t get any better than the second round of 
the FA Cup. 

Of course he is wrong. 

It can get much better than that, and Totton 
could well find out just how much better next 
weekend ...

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Basil D’Oliveira: Cricket & 
Controversy, by Peter Oborne

Basil D’Oliveira, who died aged 80 last 
weekend, was a modest, dignified man 
and a wonderfully talented cricketer. 

Unable to play top level cricket in his 
native South Africa because of that 
nation’s odious apartheid regime, he was 
given his chance in England, for whom he 
went on to play 44 times. 

Though ‘Dolly’ was an exceptional 
cricketer, his innate ability was eclipsed by 
a legacy that gave him a unique place in 
sporting history. 

Peter Oborne’s award-winning book was 
published several years ago, but it remains 
a powerful tale of how D’Oliveira became 
the first non-white South African in county 
cricket and of the role he played in the 
banning of South Africa from international 
cricket. 

Thankfully, the book is still in print; it’s a 
truly inspirational story of a determined 
sportsman whose first-class career could¬ 
n’t start until he was 32. 

Oborne is essentially a political writer, 
but Basil 

D’Oliveira’s story is 
so entwined with 
the politics of the 
1960s that the 
author’s expertise 
helps guide the 
reader through a 
remarkable peri¬ 
od in sporting 
history. 

D’Oliveira hit 
an astonishing 
80 centuries on 
non-white 
South Africa’s 
rough pitches 
before writing 
to BBC cricket 
commentator John Arlott as 
he sought an opening as a cricketer in 
England. 

Arlott used his contacts to find him a 
place at Lancashire League club 
Middleton, but the club couldn’t really 
afford him and ‘Dolly’ had to rely, initially at 
least, on friends in South Africa for dona¬ 
tions in order to make ends meet. 

In 1964, he joined Worcestershire and 
helped them retain the county champi¬ 
onship the following year. He made a cen¬ 
tury on his first class debut and a second 
in his next match. In total, he scored 43 
first class hundreds. 

Selected to tour South Africa with the 
MCC in 1968, the South African prime 
minister John Vorster called the tour off, 
affronted by the presence of a non-white 
in the MCC party. 

As a result, apartheid’s inherent wicked¬ 
ness was widely exposed to a British elec¬ 
torate who could do something about it. 

Basil D’Oliveira guaranteed himself a 
place in sporting history not just because 
of his on-field exploits, but for the way in 
which his quiet determination caused a 
political revolution. 

Few other sportsmen can boast such a 
significant legacy.

“To go into World Cup games not having a 
game-plan, any structure or clear idea of 
what we were going to do in attack was 
astonishing.” 

“I really can't believe we lasted as long as 
we did in the tournament. We played like 
crap.” 

COACHING

“We all had our guard up because of the 
advice. As we didn’t give them [the press] 
anything, they were obviously going to find 
something else to write about.” 

“The media guys kept making a mountain 
out of a molehill.”

CARLISLE punters can gain 
swift profit by supporting See 
What Happens in the opening 
race on an informative card. 

Martin Todhunter's five-year-old 
made a smashing hurdling debut at 
Wetherby last month, when finish¬ 
ing a brave second to Crafti Bookie. 

He will not need to have improved 
too much to take the British 
Stallion Studs Supporting British 
Racing EBF "National Hunt" 
Novices' Hurdle over two and a half 
miles. 

Connections of the winning Irish 
pointer will no doubt have half an 
eye on sending him over fences, 
such is his scope and size. 

That said, he clearly has a future 
over timber judged by his perfor¬ 
mance at Wetherby. 

See What Happens jumped with 
purpose from flag-fall, and looked 
booked for victory two out. 

The more experienced Crafti 
Bookie had a little more cunning at 
the business end, though, and got 
up by a length. 

Revealingly, Todhunter's repre¬ 
sentative was a little green inside 
the closing stages, which suggests 
he should have come on a ton for 
this assignment. 

If that is the case, he will prove 
mighty difficult to pass in Cumbria. 

Frascati Park can then take top 
honours in an absorbing renewal of 
the Carlisle Racecourse Annual 
Members Novices' Chase. 

This two-mile affair looks a 
straight shootout between Nigel 
Twiston-Davies' charge and Kudu 
Country from the Tom Tate yard. 

Both horses excelled on their 
chasing debuts when winning over 
course and distance and are deeply 
respected.

The manner in which he stayed 
on towards the finish over two 
miles last time out would amplify 
the fact Jenkins has done entirely 
the right thing by stepping him up 
half a mile. 

With Tony McCoy having kept 
the faith, he has enough know-all to 


make mincemeat of a 71b rise. 

Castlerock can make an immedi¬ 
ate impact on his first start this 
term in the Market Harborough 
Handicap Hurdle. 

The Jonjo O'Neill-trained seven- 
year-old has been besieged by prob¬ 
lems over the years, and has only 
seen the racecourse six times. 

O'Neill's grey has still emerged 
quite a good yardstick, though, and 
looked particularly sharp when fin¬ 


ishing a one-length second to the 
useful Mister Stickler at Bangor 
last March. 

His most recent display was also 
promising, as he stayed on for the 
silver medal over two and a half 
miles at Southwell. 

Fitness is, of course, the burning 
issue here, but Castlerock is one of 
the most intriguing runners in this 
field, and could have lots to offer 
competing off a mark of 115.
